A 40-block area on the river- 
front has been cleared at a 
cost of $9,000,000, but Congress 
balked at providing additional 
funds. and the vacant tract has 
been used only as a municipal 
parking lot.

The resolution would create 
a five-member committee in the 
general assembly with power to 
Subpena witnesses in an effort 
to determine if the N.A.A.C.P. 
is “directed and controlled by 
Communists.” 

Miss Lucy had said she

At the hearing predictions 
were made that her reappear- 
ance at the university would be 
met with violence and possibly 
by assassination. 

The first major reaction came 
from Ace Carter, executive sec- 
retary of the North Alabama 
White Citzens’ Councils, an af- 
filiation of 45 pro-segregation 
organizations 

Carter called a mass meet- 
ing here for March 9 and pre- 
dicted an attendence of 15,000. 

“We believe we have found 
a solution to Grooms'’s ruling,” 
said Carter, but he would, not 
say what the solution was. He 
added: “We believe in funda- 
mental correction.” 

History of Case. 

Last July, Kentucky-born 
Judge Grooms ordered the unl- 
versity to accept the one-time 
Birmingham secretary aS a stu- 
dent in the wake of a Supreme 
Court decision that she was en- 
titled to admission 

Miss Lucy enrolled Feb. 
but when &éhe attempted to at- 
tend classes, four days of riot- 
ing broke out among 3000 stu- 
dents and others described by 
university officials and police 
as “outsiders.”’ 

On Feb. 6, the university's 
board of trustees barred Miss 
Lucy from the campus for “her 
own safety” and for “the safe- 
ty of others.” 

Miss Lucy, with N.A.A.C.P 
legal aid, asked Judge Grooms 
to cite 13 university trustees 
and officials for contempt of 
his July order. 
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In his decision, Judge Grooms 


vacated the contempt motion. 
He ruled that the university of- 
ficials had “acted in good faith” 
under the riotous circumstances. 

Before he read his decision,

There was an immediate dis- 
pute to~- Whether Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s statement has lessened 
Adlai Stevenson's chances of 
winning the Democratic nomi- 
nation again 

Harry Ashmore, publicity di- 
rector for Stevenson's campaign, 
said he did not think the Presi- 
dent’s announcement changed 
the status ef Stevenson a 
candidate 

“We have always operated on 
the assumption that . President 
Eisenhower would be the nomi- 
nee.” he said. Ashmore said he 
thinks the announcement won't 
change the complexion of the 
Democratic nomination race. 

In New York, Stevenson said 
today that the President told 
the people last night “not what 
he is going to do, but. rather 
what he is not going to do.” 

“T was amazed,” Stevenson 
went on, “to hear him say on 
his return from another long 
absence that he has fully per- 
formed the duties of the presi- 
dency for the past few weeks.” 

Stevenson told a press con- 
ference ‘while I pray fof his 
good health, I also respect a 
great office which cannot be 
conducted on a part-time basis. 
All of us felt’ great sympathy 
'for the President during the 
period of his illness and accept- 
ed the fact that he would be 
temporarily unable to _ fully 
‘manage the hardest job on 
earth. Now, however, he evi- 
dently proposes to make this 
condition permanent.” 

Boost for Kefauver? 


Joseph Donohue, Ccarm- 
paign manager for Senator 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, 
said he thought the President's 
willingness to run again had 
helped Kefauver. 

Donohue said the fact that 

Mr. Eisenhower beat Stevenson 
in 1952 “undoubtedly will influ- 
ence many people” in the Dem- 
ocratic party to look for another 
candidate this year. 
| “The Democratic convention 
delegates are going to be fully 
concerned with selecting the 
best vote-getter in their party 
ind I am confident Senator Ke- 
fauver will’ prove to be that 
man,” he said, 

He conceded, however, that 
Kefauver-would have to demon- 
strate this ability in primaries 
'where he and Stevenson will 
meet head on. 

In any event, Democrats gave 
unmistakable signs they will 
make a campaign issue out of 
the extent of Mr. Eisenhower's 
recovery from his heart attack.

President Soekarno has shown |

Those chosen in the election, 
which began in Indonesia’s is- 
land chain five months ago, re- 
place a provisional parliament 
appointed by the various par- 
ties. It has served since the re- 
public won its independence 
from the Dutch at the end of 
1949. 

As one of its last major acts, 
the provisional parliament ap- 
proved the Harahap_ govern- 
ment's bill canceling all special 


Dutch privileges in Indonesia 
and dissolving the Indonesian- 
Dutch union under the Dutch 
crown, 


The measure was adopted by 
108 deputies after 80 Nation- 
alist, Communist and Moslem 
Orthodox Radical members 
walked out on the vote. Their 
boycott was an attempt to keep 
the Masjumi from getting 
credit for the abrogation ac- 
tion, which is popular with the 
public.

Text ey President’ s Radio-TV Talk | 


WASHINGTON, March 1 

: (AP), 
Following is the transcribed 
tert of President Eisenhower's 
radio-TV broadcast last night on 
his second term announcement: 


Y Fellow Citizens: 
M I wanted to comé into your 

homes this evening because 
I feel.the need of talking with 
you directly about a decision I 
made today after weeks <of the 
most prayerful and devoutly 
careful consideration. I made 
that decision public shortly aft- 
er 10 this morning. Immediate- 
ly I returned to this office. Up- 
on reaching here I sat down 
and began to put down on paper 
thmughts that occurred to me 
which I felt might be of some 
interest to you In connection 
with that decision. This is 
what I wrote: 

I have decided that if the Re- 
publican party chooses to re- 
nominate me I shal] accept that 
nomination. 


“Thereafter, if the people of 
this country should elect me, I 
shall continue to serve them in 
the office I now hold. I have 
concluded that I should permit 
the American people to have 
the opportunity to register their 
decision in this matter. 

In reaching this conclusion 

I have, first of all, been 
guided by the favorable re- 
ports of the doctors. As many 
of you may know, their re- 
ports are that my heart has 
not enlarged, that my pulse 
and blood pressure are nor- 
mal, that by blood analysis 
is excellent, my weizht satis- 
factory, and I have shown no 
signs of undue fatigue after 
periods of normal mental and 
physical activity. 

In addition, I have consulted 
literally with multitudes of 
friends afd associates, either 
personally or through corres- 
pondence. With their advice— 
once I had been assured of a 
favorable opinion—I have dili- 
gently sought the path of per- 
sonal responsibility, and of 
duty to the immente body of 
citizens who have supported me 
and this Administration in what 
we have been jointly trying to 
do. In the last analysis, how- 
ever, the decision was my own. 
Even the closest members of 
my family have declined to urge 
me to any specific course, 
merely saying that they would 
cheerfully abide by whatever I 
decided was best to do. 


From the moment that any 
man is first elected President 
of the United States, there is 
continuous public interest in 
the question as to whether or 
not he will seek re-election. In 


most instances, Presidents in 
good health have sought, or at 
least have made _ themselves 


available for, a second term. 

In my own case this question, 
which was undecided before my 
recent illness, has been com- 
plicated by the heart attack I 
sufiered on.September 24 last 
year. Aside from.all other con- 
siderations, I have been faced 
with the fact that I am classed 
as a recovered heart patient. 
This means that to some un- 
I may pos- 
sibly be a greater risk than is 
the normal person of my age. 
My doctors assure me that this 
increased percentage of risk is 
not great. 

So far as my own personal 
sense of well-being is con- 
cerned, I am as well as before 
the attack occurred. It is, how- 
ever, true that the opinions 
and conclusions of the doctors 
that I can continue to carry the 


burdens of the presidency, con- 
template for me a regime of 
ordered work activity, inter- 


spersed with regular amounts of 
exercise, recreation and rest. A

These are the things to 
which I refer when I say’ I 
am now carrying the duties 
of the President.

Shooting for the Moon 

The American Legion and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars seem to have raised their sights as far as 
they can go with new pension plans. The V.F.W. 
proposes $100 a month basic pensions for needy 
veterans of World War I at age 62. The Legion 
would increase pensions with a presumption of 
disability at age 65. 

What would all this cost the countrv? The 
Veterans’ Administration says the V.F.W. pro- 
posal would cost an extra two billions, the first 
year, and the Legion plan an additional half- 
billion. Since the big veter organizations 
also want a strong defense program and govern- 
ment economy, how can they expect all that and 
three billions more in pensions?

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l'arm Income, Not Prices 

As’ the farm bill approaches a ‘vote in the 
Senate, it becomes clear that the level of farm 
income, not the level of support prices, is the 
heart of the question. Neither Secretary Benson 
nor his critics are paying enough attention to it. 

In his televised reply to Edward R. Murrow, 
Mr. Benson must have left many farmers feeling 
uneasy. For while he radiated sincerity and 
good intentions, he implicitly preached a doc- 
trine of austerity. 

What Secretary Benson is asking the farmers 
to do is to continue receiving what he agrees is 
an unfairly reduced share of the national income. 
He tells them, in effect, that if they will do this 
long enough they will eventually get a higher 
income, as the disappearance of crop surpluses 
permits farm prices to rise. But you cannot blame 
a farmer for wondering what happens in the 
meantime. 

In the meantime, farmers will have to go on 
taking prices low enough to dispose of the sur- 
pluses. Certainly that means a continuation of 
reduced income. To supplement this, Secretary 
Benson offers them a soil bank which, while 
laudable in intent, still will not yield in income 
any more than the farmer could hope to earn by 
planting the withdrawn acres in crops, 

Thus the farmer is being asked to practice a 
massive self-restraint which any other group in 
our economy would find it difficult to put up 
with. Perhaps the farmer ought to forego present 
income for future prospects, as Secretary Benson 
urges. But when the farmer replies that nobody 
can be sure his sacrifice will attually move the 
surpluses, and that anyway he may be liquidated 
as a farmer before the promised day of prosperi- 
ty arrives, he is reacting about the same way 
most Americans would react in the same position, 

If the farmer's share of the national income is 
unfair now, the farmer naturally wants some- 
thing done about it now. 

In our opinion, Secretary Benson is right when 
he says that prices of the major crops ought not 
to be supported at 90 per cent of parity, because 
that level of support will induce so much pro- 
duction that the surpluses in Government stor- 
age will continue to grow, and continue to de-

Uncle Sam, Sponsor? 
the Brookings Institution has added 
its voice to the criticism of present legislation 
governing political campaigning on television 
and radio, A study by Charles A. H. Thompson 
of the Institution staff argues for a change in 
the requirement that free time be given all can- 
didates if it is given to any. 

In theory this rule is excellent but its actual 
effect, as Mr. Thompson says, can be to cut 
down the time which networks and stations are 
willing to give major candidates. When minor 
candidates can claim the same time as major 
ones, the tendency is to limit all free time se- 
verely. And so Mr. Thompson urges that the 
free time rule be applied only to leading candi- 
dates of major parties. 

Whether this is the right solution or not, cer- 
tainly something should be done to put presi- 
dential TV-radio campaigning on a fair and non- 
commercial basis. Many like the idea of a Gov- 
ernment-sponsored and Government-paid-for 
series of TV debates between the major party 
candidates. Minor party candidates might well be 
permitted to participate in something like a 
fair proportion to their importance. But in any 
case the leading candidates should be put on 
the air with equal time, equal emphasis and 
equal opportwffity to present their views, and 
this should not depend either on the money 
each party can raise or on the whim of net- 
work and station owners. If free time does 
not work to this end, many citizens ask: Why 
not use paid time—with the Government of the 
United States as the sponsor?

From Testimony of William A. Bresnahan, Assistant General Manager, 
American Trucking Associations, to the House 
Ways and Means Committee 


As Congress considers how to finance 
a big new highway program, the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association has pro- 
posed a differential in road use taxes 
to make heavy trucks pay a larger share 
of highway expenses. The truckers op- 
pose this idea. Their view is printed 
below, and at a later-date the Post- 
Dispatch will present the A.A.A, view 
in this same space. 


Long before any concrete proposals 
were made or any hearings held, our 
federation (American Trucking Associa- 
tions, Inc.) adopted what it believed to 
be a sound, realistic and fair position. 

This policy was tn support of the high- 
way program. Although highways are 

eded for national defense and other 
purposes, and although current federal 
taxes on motor vehicles would be ade- 
quate, if applied entirely to the high- 
way program, we announced at the 
beginning that if Congress found it 
necessary to increase taxes, truck own- 
ers were prepared to have rates in- 
creased. We asked only that trucks not 
be singled out for discriminatory treat- 
ment. 

We did not, as some have done, de- 
mand the highways and at the same 
time demand that the taxes be repealed. 
We did not, as some have done, revise 
our position with every change in the 
wind. 

We have not, In fact, juggled our 
position at all. It has been maintained 
unwaveringly in the face of criticism 
from others—first, for offering to pay 
anything at all and later, for being 
unwilling to pay a disproportionate 
share of the increases. 


H.R. 907 


Consistent with our position, we give 
our unhesitating and unequivocal sup- 
port to H.R. 9075 (the Boggs bill) as it 
is now written. It applies to equal 
rates of tax to motor fuel and rubber, 
and increases the tax on new trucks, 
busses and trailers from 8 per cent to 10 
per cent to bring it to the level of the 
tax rate on new passenger cars. We 
believe this to be fair and equitable. 

Those who are opposed to applying 
the same rate of tax on all types of 
vehicles fail to understand the extent 
to which resulting tax payments auto- 
matically apply substantial dollars-and- 
cents differentials against large vehicles. 

The excise tax on new vehicles demon- 
strates the degree to which large dif- 
ferentials automatically are paid by 
trucks even though the rate is the same, 
since the cost of the large commercial 
unit is so much greater. 


Based on F.O.B. factory prices used 
in a 1953 study by the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Roads, the 10 per cent excise tax 
would amount to about $158 for the 
light car. 

The same 10 per cent on trucks would 
mean a tax payment of $1050 for a 3- 
axle truck combination; $1321 for a 
4-axle truck combination; $2400 for a 
5-axle truck combination, and $2600 for 
a 6-axle truck combination. 

Similar dollars-and-cents differentials 
automatically result with respect to fuel 
and rubber taxes even when the rate of 
tax is the same. 

The typical large truck obtains only

about 4 miles to the gallon as compared 
with about 16 miles or better for the 
typical light car. This means that the 
fuel tax automatically resuits in a tax 
per mile that is 4 or 5 times higher for 
large trucks than for small vehicles. 
The rubber tax is based on weight 
and automatically results in a much 
hicher tax payment by the large truck 
combination, because the truck tire is 
considerably larger and heavier, and 
since a car can be operated with four 


tires while from 10 to 22 tires are re- 
quired to operate the truck com- 
binations. 


The increases proposed in H.R. 9075, 
coupled with the existing fuel and rub- 
ber taxes, would result in the larger 
vehicles making much greater tax pay- 
ments. Basic data contained in the 
Bureau of Public Roads study indicate 
that a light passenger car would pay 
annual (federal) taxes of $19.45. Truck 
combinations, depending on size and 
number of axles, would pay annual 
(federal) taxes ranging from $289.50 
to $834.50. 


Comparison in Truck and Car Taxes 


The per mile tax payment of the truck 
combinations range from 3% to slightly 
more than 442 times that of the pas- 
senger car and average about 4 times 
as much. 

To the extent that opponents of 
across-the-board taxes are aware of the 
differentials which automatically result, 
it must be assumed that they contend 
the differential should be greater than 
4 to 1. This appears to be the chief 
issue. 

Advocates of differentials in the fed- 
eral tax rates are constantly referring 
to state highway taxes as a justification 
for differentials, but analysis of state 
taxes actually supports the 4 to 1 ratio. 
On the basis of national averages, state 
highway user taxes result in a tax pay- 
ment by typical large truck combina- 
tions of approximately 4 tirses as much 
per mile operated as the average pas- 
senger car. 


Turnpikes Set an Example 


Modern toll roads also provide a prac- 
tical basis for appraising the fairness 
of this ratio. Tolls fixed by the practical 
people who build and operate turn- 
pikes result in a payment by the large 
trucks that is just about 4 to 1. 

It has been claimed that the Boggs 
bill would result in a “shift” of tax 
burden from large trucks to passenger 
cars. The 312 million large trucks con- 
stitute 6.2 per cent of all registered 
motor vehicles. They now pay 17.1 per 
cent of the federal automotive taxes and 
will pay 29.3 per cent of the (dollar) 
increases under the Boggs bill. 

Passenger cars, which constitute 83 
per cent of registration, are paying 76.9 
per cent of current federal automotive 
taxes and will pay 60.6 per cent of the 
(dollar) increases provided in the Boggs 
bill. (Busses and small trucks make up 
the balance of registrations.) 

These facts scarcely support the 
charge that the provisions of the Boggs 
bill will result in a “shift” of the tax 
burden from trucks to the passenger 
cars.

Out of a Tunisian Ghetto 
THE PILLAR OF SALT, by Albert Memmi. (Cri- 

terion Books, 342 pgs., $3.75.) 

This bizarre first novel by a sociai 
psychology instructor in Tunis makes 
absorbing reading. Semi-autobiographi- 
cal, it presents in rich detail with som- 
ber philosophical overtones the early 
years of a man born the son of a Berber 
mother and Jewish father at the edge 
of the ghetto in Tunis. The poverty, pri- 
vation, filth, terror, indignity, and regi- 
mented systematic discrimination to 
which the boy in the novel is subjected 
by the African social pattern is shown 
in uneasy unbalance with the compas- 
sion and intelligent efforts to help of 
the boy’s own more affluent people and 
an occasional Frenchman. 

As young Mordekhai the Jew grows 
he moves by almost infinitesimal de- 
grees out of the shabby, over-crowded 
rooms in which his 
family exists into 
the alley with its 
garbage cans and 
open sewers. Here, 
in reasonable safety 
from everything ex- 
cept plague, he as- 
sociates with his 
own relatives and 
people, only infre- 
quently endangered 
by the raids of lit- 
tle savages from the 
adjoining ghetto or 
the Arab and Chris- 
tian surrounding 
areas. 

On reaching school age he finds the 
ambivalence nascent in his heritage 
viciously reinforced by an even greater 
social and geographical ambivalence 
characteristic of the turbulent African 
city. His acceptance of orthodox Jewish 
customs and ceremonies as the way of 
the world slowly gives way to question- 
ing, doubt, and revulsion. 

To replace the psychic security and 
balance afforded by his father’s religion 
Mordekhai looks to his own intelligence 
and to his growing, painfully acquired 
knowledge. He discards, or attempts to 
discard his name, but it clings to him 
as a kind of symbol of his origin. Again 
and again, with increasing shock to his 
confidence and hope for happiness, he 
discovers that what he finds in books 
and school associates is a grossly inade- 
quate substitute for what he must have 
to live. 


What saves this book from being no 
more than a mordant anthropological 
study is the sensitivity and skill of the 
author in making his protagonist at once 
both prototype and individual. Morde- 
khai is surely the type poor-boy-on-the- 
way-up, Tunis variety. He is equally a 
suffering individual soul, aspiring, de- 
spairing, struggling, and again aspiring. 
If what he is looking for is not always 
clear in his mind and if his goals are 
more often than not narrowly eelfish, 
he nevertheless holds fast to a slim 
idealism that is remarkable in view of 
his environment and experience.

Fine 
with macaroni and cheese, or 
many egg dishes.) 

A reminder: the date crop 
was a little late this season. As 
a result, there are now a great 
many in the market, and mighty | 
fine they are. So if you feel 
ambitious, why not bake some 
date bread as a treat for the 
family?

Three cups biscuit mix 

Three-fourths cup milk or 
light cream 

One and one-half cups shred- 
ded American Cheddar cheese 

Softened butter or margarine. 

Add milk to the biscuit mix, 
Stirring lightly, until it can 
be shaped up into a ball. Turn 


out on floured cloth. Knead 
Slightly until smooth 

Roll into a one-half inch 
thick rectangle. Spread with 
softened butter or margarine 
Sprinkle liberally with the 
Shredded cheese. 

Roll up carefully, as for a 


jelly roll. Bring the two ends 
together, sealing with a bit of 
milk, to form a ring.

7 ILL ROGERS JR. opened his very first show, ®& 
titled “Good Morning” (CBS-TV 7 am. Mondays 
through Fridays) with the words: “Good morn- 
ing. It looks like a

HEN people decide to go 
W on a diet, the very first 

thing to go by the board 
is always dessert. It wouldn't 
surprise me it someday the des- 
sert just sort of became extinct 
before people realized what was 


happening. It happened to the 
heath hen. 
People would look around 


one day and someone would ex- 
claim, “I wonder whatever be- 
came of dessert?” But by then 
it would be too late. As an old 
dessert lover, the thought de- 
presses me terribly. To think 
that generations yet unborn 
would never know the pleasures 
of a creme brulee, would drool 
over a Viennese rye torte, or 
even know what it is to wrap 
your mouth around a big plate 
of apple pie a la mode. 

Hang onto those recipes. 
Maybe we can save the dessert 
for posterity. A lady wrote in 
the other day, you may recall, 
to ask what is a trifle. We 
printed a recipe for this splen- 
did English pudding, and as 
a result we have had requests 
for more. Very well, here’s a 
dandy, a typically English pud- 
ding called a Devonshire Trifle, 
as British as Cyril Ritchard. 

Let's beat five eggs slightly. 
Then heat three cups of milk in 
a double boiler and stir in eight 
tablespoons of sugar. Then 
pour the milk and sugar over 
the beaten eggs and stir it up 
well and then put it back in the 
double boiler and stir and cook 
until it thickens. Add two tea- 
spoons of vanilla and then let 
it cool. 

Now you can use either lady 
fingers or sponge cake. If: lady 
fingers,. split them long ways, 
spread with raspberry jam, and 
put together again. If sponge 
cake, cut in lengthwise, do the 
same and then cut it in finger 
lengths. 

Place a layer of these in 
the bottom of a glass dessert 
dish. Pour a half cup of sherry 
over them, or a fourth of a 
cup each of sherry and rum. 
Cover this with a layer of 
custard, then a layer of lady 
fingers, until you have three 
or four layers. Between each 
layer toss a few blanched and 
shredded almonds, and then 
sprinkle quite a few almonds 
on top. 

Put the-trifle in the refriger- 
ator for a few hours, then 
when you're ready ta serve it, 
top it generously with whipped 
cream, stud it with almonds 
and candied cherries.

Fix It Yourself 


By Hubbard Cobb 


Reconditioning Paint Brushes. 


OST everyone knows that 
the way to avoid paint- 
hardened paint brushes is 


to clean them thoroughly before 
the brushes are put away. Un- 
fortunately, a lot of us forget 


to do just this and then when 
we need a brush. and find the 
ones on hand useless, we go 
out and buy more. This can 
become a pretty expensive 
business. 


There are several brands of 
paint brush softeners on the 
market which will do a good 
job of softening up the hardened 
paint. The idea is to soak the 
bristles in the softening solu- 
tion until the paint becomes 
soft and then remove as much 
as possible from the _ bristles 
with an old comb or fork. Very 
heavy accumulations of paint 
around the base of the bristles 
can be removed with a putty 
knife after the paint has be- 


soft. the bristles 


have become more or less pli- 
able, they can be separated in 
bunches by hand and the soft- 
ener worked into the center 
portion of the brush. 


come Once 


When you've got most of the 
old paint off the brush, go to 
work on the remaining paint 
with warm water -and. soap 
flakes. An old-fashioned scrub- 
bing board is handy here. Dip 
the bristles in the soapy water 
and then scrub gently over the 
scrubbing board 

When you've got the bristles 
nice and clean, rinse in warm 
water and then hang to dry 
making sure that all the bristles 
hang straight When the bris- 
tles are drv, dip them in linseed 
oil and then wrap in wax paper 
or aluminum foil. You'll find 
that when the time comes to 
use the brush again, the bristles 
will be soft and pliable.
